WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18. 


The administration bill to refi 
nance mortgages On small homes 
Was introduced in the House by 


Representative Henry B. Steagall, 
chairman of the banking and cur 
reney committee, and in the Sen- 
ate by Senator Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas, the Democratic floor leader. 

“The bill authorizes the Federal 
Loan Bank board to organize an 
emergency corporation with a cap- 
ital stock of two hundred million 
dollars to be subseribed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, the 
funds to be allocated by the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation,” 
Congressman Steagall said in ex- 
plaining the measure. “The emer- 
reney corporation is authorized to 
issue bonds to the amount of two 
billion dollars to mature in 18 
years with interest rate at four 
per cent per annum, the interest 
but not the principal to be guar- 
unteed by the Government. 

“The emergency corporation is 
nuthorized to exchange bonds for 
home mortgages for a period of 
three years and to make advances 
in cash covering taxes and assess: 
ments on home mortgages the 
amount not to exceed in any case 
SO per cent of the value of the 
property. No new loans are to be 
made, nor bonds exchanged for 


mortgages after a period of two} 


years, Home mortgages are to be 
refinanced by the Corporation and 
amortized under rules to be pre- 
seribed by the Corporation, the in- 
terest rates on mortgages is fixel 
at five per cent per annum, The 
emergency corporation is author- 
ized to grant extensions to any 
mortgagor on installment of prin- 
cipal or interest not to exceed at 
any time the premiums for a three- 
year period, - 

“The Corporation is authorized 
for a period of three years to make 
loans in cash on homes where the 
property is not mortgaged but in 
no cuse to exceed 80 per cent, and 
to be amortized during a period 
of 18 years. 

“The bill provides for the es- 
tablishment of associations to be 
known as the Federal Saving and 
Loan Associattens; such ~associa- 
tions to be authorized to make 
loans on homes duly secured by 
mortgages, Such associations are 
to become members of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank. The Secretary 
of the Treasury is authorized to 
prescribe for preferred shares in 
such associations which shall be 
entitled to dividends if earned. 
The subscriptions to such associa- 
tion shall not exceed the sum of 
one hundred thousand dollars to 
any one association and the amount 
scheduled by the Secretary of the 
Treasury in such association shall 
in no case exceed the amount of 
individual shareholders in such as- 
sociation, One hundred million dol- 
lars is authorized to be appropri- 
ated out of the Treasury for pur- 
pose of supplying capital to such 
association.”

Liebowitz as reflected upon the 
people of Morgan County and the 
members of the Heywood Patter- 
son jury, has been called to my 
attention. 

“Liebowitz is quoted as stating 
when asked how the jury could 
find the verdict it did, that: ‘If 
you ever saw those creatures; those 
bigots, whose mouths are slits in 
their faces, whose eyes pop out 
at you like frogs, whose chins drip 
tobaeeo juice, bewhiskered and 
filthy, you would not ask how they 
could do it.’

MONTGOMERY, April 16.—The 
State Forestry Department was 
| definitely advised yesterday in a 
letter from Robert Fechner, Diree- 
tor of Emergency Conservation 
Work, with headquarters at Wash- 
ington, that all enrolling in Ala- 
bama of applicants for unemploy- 
ment relief work in forestry pro- 
jects will be done by Thad Holt, 
Director of relief administration 
for this State. 

The letter, receipt of which was 
announced at the office of Col. 
Page S. Bunker, State Forester, 
is obviously a reply to the tele- 
gram forwarded by Col, Bunker 
recently to Mr. Fechner asking: ad- 
vice as to the registration of ap- 
plicants for forestal work provid- 
}ed by Act of Congress for relief 
of unemployment, and with what 
individual, organization or agency 
isuch registration should be made. 

Mr. Holt is expected to receive 
detailed information within the 
next few days from the national 
capital regarding enrollinaent of 
forestry workers, It is understood, 
however, that no new applications 
for work relief will be acted upon 
until the present lists of unem- 
ployed in Alabama are disposed of. 
These lists, it was learned, com- 
prise some 100,000 names, 

Upward of 150 men have sought 
to make application for jobs in 
forestry projects in Alabama, in 
Montgomery alone, since the re- 
forestation program for the relief 
of unemployment was authorized.

Jesus foretold again his 
on and death—but his follow 
ers Were yet so intent upon seltish 
and earthly aims that they unde 
stood little of his meaning. 

“Reasoning in the way’’—That 
is, disputing, showing ‘“‘rensons’’ 
for one’s contentions, Jesus did 
not halt this pitiable drama along 
the way; he let it run its course 
in order that the disciples might 
the foolish and shamefaced 
conclusion which such selfish ambi 
tions and strife would bring both 
them and his spiritual kingdom so 
soon to be committed to their care. 
And then, seated in quietness af 
ter the labor and perhaps anxiety 
of the journey, he ealls them to 
account—not angrily, but  con- 
scientiously, as every wise teacher 
and parent does, 

“The greatest” Luke 
“whieh of them should be great 
est’; and Matthew, “Who then is 
greatest in the kingdom of Heavy 
en?’ No wonder Jesus is so often 
recorded by the Gospels to be (not 
angry, as our English Bible wrong 
ly translates) but “shaken’’ or 
“orieved,” at the hardness of heart 
of his disciples and at theiy fail 
ure to comprehend the inner na 
ture of the kingdom he was to 
establish, and the sacrifice to be 
required not only of himself but 
also of his every follower! Com- 
pare here the selfish though spir- 
itual ambition of James and John 
in Mark 16.85-45, Matt, 20.20-28. 

“One of such little children’-— 
It is difficult to escape the con 
viction that Matthew has here 
(Matt.18.4) the correct meaning 
of Jesus’ words: “Whosoever 
therefore shall humble )imself as 
this little child, the same is the 
greatest in the kingdom of heavy 
en.’ By some means, this verse 
Was omitted from Mark and Luke; 
for Matthew also adds the saying 
about ‘receiving’ a little child. 
Which may be regarded, indeed, as 
a test of humility, putting one’s 
self on a level with children, and 
associating with or honoring them. 

“One casting out demons in thy 
name’—Because of the mention 
again of “little ones’ in verse 42, 
it is probable that the change of 
subject represents not a change 
of time and seene, but a covering 
of embarrassment on the part of 
the disciples! But note how still 
the pride of self is large in the 
words of the disciples! John said 
not, ‘We forbade him because he 
followed not thee,” but, “because 
he followed not US!” Jesus gen- 
erously recognized the value of 
good works prompted by the right 
spirit, whether or not the man the 
disciples had sought to stop was a 
member of his own group (or his 
own “church,” either, for that 
matter) ! 

“A cup of water’—A valuable 
lesson, and applicable to millions 
of Christians over the world. We 
do not have to be missionaries or

bishops or great dignitaries in 
chureh or state to serve our fel-

of merey or kindness, there is ¢ 
reward—that we should not seck 
for, but that we shall inevitably 
receive, 

“A oreat millstone’—Both the 
Syriac and the Greek recall Jesus’ 
words in greater picturesqueness 
than our plain English translation. 
Jesus used the term for a millstone 
of the larger mills turned by don- 
keys, Not merely a stone of one 
of the small handmills turned by 
a peg-handle in the upper stone. 

“Hand, . .foot...eye’”? — That is 
if any physical or material mem- 
bers, senses, or functions lead us 
contrary to spiritual health and 
life, subdue them! See Galations 
5th chapter, 24th verse. 

“Salted with fire’—This verse 
has been the subject of much mis- 
taken comment. It is a mistransla- 
tion of what Jesus really said in 
his Galilean Aramaic: “Every. 
thing that js about to go bad (to 
spoil) must be salted.’ The word 
is not two, “in or with fire,” but 
one, BAESH, “spoiling,’’ or ‘‘go- 
ing bad.” This is a prelude to 
what follows. Jesus is saying, in 
effect, that the world must have 
saving salt to preserve it from cor- 
ruption; but if the salt itself (his 
disciples) lose their saving power 
aud quality, how can the salt be 
renewed so that it may in turn 
suve the world! The final words 
are also mistranslated. They should 
be: “Have salt among or in your- 
selves, and HAND IT AROUND 
TO one another!’ In which there 
is infinite meaning. 


THOUGHTS ON THE LESSON 

The heart of this lesson is con- 
tained in the words, “A LITTLE 
CHILD IN THE MIDST!” First, 
the little child that must forever 
be in each one of us, if we are to 
preserve the humility, the cheer,

This man is Mr, Claud 
Boutwell. He has recently clean- 
ed out his mule and cow barns 
and on the same day they were 
emptied he put in a new supply 
of leaves, straw and __ litter. 
Throughout the entire year he con- 
tinues to haul in oak leaves and 
trash for his barns. He aceumu- 
lates about seventy-five big loads 
of fertilizer each year on a four- 
horse farm, and he is one man in 
this section who lives well and 
makes some money, even through 
these hard times. I know of other 
four-horse farmers who do not 


| save any fertilizer, but instead they 


spend hundreds of dollars each 
year for commercial fertilizer, It 


|} seems very foolish to me for us to 


exhaust our land with peanuts in

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First Allotmenié In Refores- 
tation; No New Applications 


MONTGOMERY, April 25.—Se- 
lection of 650 young single men as 
Alabama’s first allotment in’ the 
Roosevelt’ reforestation work de- 
signed to relieve unemployment 
will begin today at five stations, it 
Was announeed yesterday by ‘Thad 
Holt, director of Alabama's relief 
administration, 

The young men will be chosen 
from lists already in the hands of 
yelief agencies and no person need 
now apply for such work, Mr. Holt 
said. . 

Mr. Holt explained that there 
is no provision for additional ap- 
plications because Alabama's total 
quota in the reforestation work is 
but 5,500, whereas the relief agen- 
cies in the State already have 110,- 
000 persons on their lists. From 
this list no difficulty in selecting 
the first allotment of 650 young 
single men is anticipated, 

The enrollment of the 650 young 
men will be made at Birmingham, 
Gadsden, Dothan, Mobile and Flor- 
ence and a period of five days will 
he consumed jn the enrolling pro- 
cess. This is because the enroll- 
ment and conditioning of the men 
is handled by Army recruiting sta- 
tions and they can only handle and 
transport 180 men per day. 

Those enrolled on the first day, 
Tuesday, probably will be chosen 
from counties in which such Army 
stations are located, Mr. Holt said, 
Others will be chosen from other 
counties probably upon a basis of 
county population, he said, 

Montgomery appplicants probab- 
ly will be invited to enroll at the 
Birmingham station, he said, as the 
Army has no reeruiting station in 
Montgomery, 

Young men between the ages of 
18 and 25, who are already on the 
lists of the local relief agencies, 
who have dependents and who are 
able bodied, will be the first se- 
lected. Following enrollment they 
will be given transportation to 
Fort McClellan at Anniston or Fort 
Benning, Ga., where they will be 
“conditioned” or given exercise 
and made fit for the reforestation 
tusks, for a period of two weeks, 

The young men will be issuéd 
clothing and will be fed and hous- 
ed. They will receive $30 a month 
and must agree to send to their 
dependents $25 of that amount 
each month. 

They agree to enroil for the 
work for a period of six months. 

After they have been condition- 
ed they will be sent to a national 
forest or national park where they 
will plant trees, clear underbrush, 
make fire lanes 85 feet wide to 
prevent the spread of fire, make 
truck trails and fire trails and 
“doctor” or treat the trees to pro- 
tect them against insects and 
disease. 

The only National Park in Ala- 
bama is in Lawrence and Winston 
Counties, where three camps have 
been established. 

Mr. Holt announced the first al- 
lotment yesterday following receipt 
of a telegram from W. Frank Per- 
sons, for the secretary of labor. 

Mr. Holt’s statement follows: 

“Selection of these young un- 
married, unemployed men, 18 to 
25 years of age, who are already 
on the lists of the local relief agen- 
cies, will be made in all of the 
counties of Alabama, and they will 
be referred to the nearest recruit- 
ing office of the U. S. Army for 
preliminary enrollment. 

“The five recruiting officers of 
the U, S. Army in Alabama located 
at Birmingham, Florence, Gads- 
den, Dothan and Mobile, have a 
present capacity of only approxi- 
mately 130 recruits per day, and 
preliminary enrollment of the first 
allotment is expected to take ap- 
proximately five days. No addi- 
tional enrollment will be undertak- 
en until another call for recruits 
from Alabama for the Civilian 
Conservation Corps is received by 
the Alabama Relief Administration, 

“The total quota for the State 
is 5,500, but this quota is not ex- 
pected to be called for several 
weeks. 

“Of the total quota of 5,500 Col. 
Page S. Bunker, State forester, 
will be asked to select 225 experi- 
enced men resident near the for- 


est camps to be established jn the 
State, and 75 more such men will 
be selected by the regional forester 
of the U. §S. Forestry Service, 
These experienced men will be eon- 
sidered as a part of the counties 
quota and allowance ig made in 
the first call for approximately six 
per cent of these experienced men, 

“The limitations placed upon 
qualifications for enrollment in the 
Civilian Conservation Corps pro- 
vide that selection be made from 
the present lists of the local relief 
agencies, and shall be composed of 
young unmarried men, 18 to 26 
years of age, who express willing- 
ness to allot a substantial amount 
of their cash allowance to their 
dependents. 

“It is again emphasized that no 
new applications for this work will 
be taken until these present lists 
are exhausted, and young men are 
urged not to apply to recruiting 
stations or relief agencies unless 
they have been invited to enroll. 

“The first day’s quota will nee- 
essarily come from those counties 
in which the five recruiting sta- 
tions are located, and additional 
daily quotas will be directed to the 
recruiting stations as rapidly as 
selections are made and recruiting 
stations facilities will permit.” 


More Fertilizer Being 
Sold Than Last Year 


Judging from tag sales, Alabama 
farmers have this yeat bought 26 
per cent more fertilizer than they 
had to the same date last year, re- 
ports the State Department of Ag- 
riculture and Industries. 

Through Friday, April 21, this 
year tags had been sold for 220,- 
300 tons of feftilizer compared 
with 174,150 tons to the same date 
last year, according to a compara- 
tive statement released by Seth P. 
Storrs, Commissioner of Agri- 
culture. 

The same statement showed that 
fertilizer sales in Alabama are still 
far short of 1931 when tags had 
been sold for 875,550 tons to 
April 21,

Swift approval was forecast. 
Half a dozen Norris Muscle Shoals 
bills have been passed by the Sen- 
ate in recent years, so a prolonged 
discussion was not expected. 

The procedure in prospect would 
throw into conference committees 
the task of reconciling the Hill and 
Norris bills, 

Just which text the President 
prefers for his program was dis- 
puted, Rankin cireularized the 
members of the House with a state- 
ment that ‘the Hill bill is unsat- 
isfactory’ and “the provisions of 
the Norris bill have the approval 
of the President,” 

This statement was questioned 
by Chairman McSwain, of the miil- 
itary committee, which wrote the 
Hill bill. He insisted that the 
President had entrusted himself 
and Norris to work out a bill and 
that the Chief Executive had not 
written a line of either. 

The chief point of controversy 
between the two measures dealth 
With the electric power section. 
The Norris bill would authorize 
the Government corporation oper- 
ating the Shoals plants to con- 
struct, lease or build transmission 
lines. 

The Hill bill would have the cor- 
poration first endeavor to enter in- 
to contracts with private power 
companies for the distribution and 
resale of its electricity before ac- 
quiring or building lines and 
would further limit power distri- 
butish t6 areas within a 400-mile 
radius of the generating plant. 

A point-by-point study of Sen- 
ator Hugo Black’s plan to improve 
business by telling industry how 
long it shall work its employes and 
how much it shall pay them was 
begun today by the House labor 
committee with assurances from 
Secretary Perkins that the admin- 
istration looks “sympathetically” 
upon the proposals. 

Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
Ishbel MacDonald, the Prime Min- 
ister’s daughter, always interested 
in labor questions, were among the 
large group of intent spectators. 

Miss Perkins gave the commit- 
tee a review of business conditions 
from 1927 to 1932 and said: 

“The purpose of this bill is to 
increase employment and_ the 
amount of guods going into inter- 
state commerce,” 

Then, in general terms, she 
sketched its provision: ‘To forbid 
interstate transportation of goods 
made by workers on the job more 
than six hours a day or 380 hours 
a week; to establish Federal boards 
which would fix minimum wages 
for specified kinds of work; to per- 
mit the Secretary of Labor to or- 
der a particular manufacturing es- 
tablishment to operate its plants 
only a certain number of hours a 
week, 

The latter, she said, had been 
urged upon her by producers as 
necessary on the ground that it 
could be used to keep ‘excessive- 
ly long hours of operation” by one 
plant from causing ‘overproduc- 
tion or unfair competition.” 

Miss Perkins agreed that a re- 
duction of the hours of labor a 
week might bring pay cuts, But 
the Federal minimum wage boards 
under her bill, she testified, could 
decide whether thése reductions 
would result in less than enough 
to maintain “fa just and reasonable 
standard of living.” 

If the 30-hour week bill inelud- 
ed the minimum wage and pro- 
duction control features, Miss Per- 
kins said, she believed “the admin- 
istration would be “sympathetic” 
toward it is as it is “sympathetic” 
toward the general idea of a 30- 
hour week. 

After she finished, Meyer Jacob- 
stein, a former member of Con-
